As the county recoils in horror from the murder of a 9-year-old Anaheim girl, 
details emerge about how her alleged killers could’ve been stopped

I t’s being called another tragic 

case of gang violence claiming the 
innocent. Nine-year-old Ximena 
Meza was playing with her sisters 
outside their family’s apartment near 
Brookhurst Community Park in Ana¬ 
heim around 7 p.m. on Oct. 22 when, 
police say, a white car stopped nearby. A 
man emerged from the vehicle, shot at a 
group of men standing on an apartment 
lawn, then hustled back into the car, 
which sped off into the night. While the 
targeted men scurried off, Ximena ran to 
her father’s arms and collapsed, fatally 
shot in the chest. 

Ximena’s death refocused a harsh spot¬ 
light on Anaheim, a city that has drawn 
national attention for all the wrong reasons 
over the past couple of years, thanks to 
killer cops, anti-police riots, poverty and 
nasty politics. It has sparked promises from 
Anaheim Police Chief Raul Quezada to 
look into a gang injunction for Ximena’s 
neighborhood (police suspect the shooting 
was gang-related), as well as pleas from 
residents and Latino leaders for more ser¬ 
vices to keep kids from the cholo life. 

Quezada’s men worked long hours to 
arrest two suspects: 19-year-old Ricardo 
Cruz of Buena Park and 20-year-old Ana¬ 
heim resident Alfredo Miguel Aquino. Both 
are documented members of Ready at War 
(RAW), a Buena Park gang allied with the 
notorious Anaheim FOLKS, which just 
happens to have a longtime beef with the 
Chicanos Kicking Ass (CKA) gang that 
claims the barrio where Ximena lived. 

Her family welcomed news of the swift 
arrests. “The reaction of the whole fam¬ 
ily is that we’re pleased,” Ximena’s uncle 
Francisco Ortiz told die Weekly while tak¬ 
ing a break from a funeral fund-raising car 
wash at Servite High School over the week¬ 
end. “It’s not going to bring Ximena back, 
but at least she can rest in peace knowing 
they got the guys who killed her.” 

The investigation is still ongoing 
according to Anaheim P.D. spokesman 
Bob Dunn, who added, “We’re certainly 
[including] the possibility of other people 
being involved” in the murder. But the 
biggest tragedy of Ximena’s early death 
is that Aquino and Cruz shouldn’t have 
been roaming free at all—especially not 
together. Instead, California’s Byzantine 
sentencing laws and a lenient court let the 
cholos escape jail time despite violating the 
law and their probation again and again, a 
Weekly investigation has found. 

Like two peas in a criminal pod, Aquino 
and Cruz have a history of breaking the 
law side-by-side. Aquino and Cruz already 
had a criminal past as juveniles, each hav¬ 


ing spent time in prison for assault with a 
deadly weapon and a gang enhancement, 
when Buena Park police stopped the white 
Honda Civic Aquino was driving on Oct. 
29,2013. The two tried to evade the cops 
after a traffic stop in which their passen¬ 
ger made a run for it, but were unsuccess¬ 
ful. Aquino was driving without a license; 
Cruz was high on marijuana. Inside the 
car was a billy club. Police impounded the 
Civic and arrested Aquino and Cruz; they 
were each chaiged with a felony for the 
weapon, gang enhancements, and misde¬ 
meanors for their respective crimes and 
general street terrorism. 

They pleaded guilty to those crimes 
this past July 17; each could’ve received 
seven years in state prison. (Plus, Ana¬ 
heim police had nabbed Aquino in 
January for vandalizing a continuation 
school.) Instead, the two got three years’ 
probation, the terms of which prohibited 
them from hanging out with their gang, 
getting tattoos, carrying a cell phone or 
getting high and included an explicit 
condition each of them had to initial: “Do 
not, in any manner, directly or indirectly, 
initiate contact with, nor have any com¬ 
munication with” each other. 


That didn’t happen. On Sept. 20, Buena 
Park police officers saw Aquino and Cruz 
hanging around outside a liquor store in 
RAW territory, a direct violation of their 
probation. Cruz took off, jumping a wall 
before getting arrested; Aquino stayed put, 
decidingto be “uncooperative and argu¬ 
mentative with the officers,” according to 
a probation report. Two days later, their 
probation officer, Michael J. Redwood, 
filed a petition with the court that showed 
the two should’ve been in jail for violating 
their probation long before. In July and on 
Sept. 9, Aquino had been caught with a cell 
phone (which held photos of him flashing 
gang signs) and failed a drug test; Cruz had 
failed a drug test, was caught with a knife 
and got three tattoos—one on his head 
reading “Ready at War,” one under his eye 
of the three-dot sign symbolizing “mi vida 
loca,” and one of a skull eating a bullet on 
his arm, which, Redwood said, Cruz told 
him he “knew he was not allowed to get.” 

Redwood wrote in his report that both 
of their progress for probation had been 
“poor,” that Cruz had “blatantly defied 
court orders” and that Aquino “has done 
little since his release to improve his 
behavior.” Of Aquino, Redwood added 


he “felt that [Aquino] needs to be held 
accountable for his actions, and time 
in custody could help him get back on 
track.” He didn’t have as much hope 
for Cruz, writing, “It is of concern that 
he continues to engage in inappropri¬ 
ate behavior, and it is felt that he needs 
to be held accountable for his actions.” 
The probation officer finished his report 
by recommending 45 days in OC Jail for 
Aquino and that Cruz serve his original 
seven-year term in state prison. 

On Sept. 24, Orange County Superior 
Court Commissioner Christopher Evans 
sentenced Aquino to 30 days in OC Jail; 
five days later, Evans sentenced Cruz to 
serve 16 months in state prison. Neither 
served a day of their sentence, though; 
instead, the two were credited for time 
served for previous stints, put back on pro¬ 
bation and set free. 

A month later, police say, one of them 
killed Ximena.

In the view of Orange County Superior 
Court Judge Derek Johnson, it’s fairly easy 
to decide if a female is telling the truth 
about being raped: Either the woman’s 
vagina is “shredded” after forced inter¬ 
course, or it’s not because she was a willing 
participant. “If somebody doesn’t want to 
have sexual intercourse, the body shuts 
down,” Johnson declared in remarks dur¬ 
ing the sentencing hearing in a 2008 Irvine 
case and first reported by the Weekly. “The 
body will not permit that to happen unless 
a lot of damage is inflicted, and we heard 
nothing about that in this case.” Four years 
later, a state judicial-conduct panel rebuked 
Johnson, an ex-sex-crimes prosecutor, 
because, as every judge should know, Cali¬ 
fornia law doesn’t require rape victims to 
fight their attackers to prove commission of 
the crime. In June, with widespread sup¬ 


port of the local legal community, Johnson 
won re-election. Mitigating Factor: No 
matter what rant he utters in the future, it 
can’t be more offensive. 

7. KWANC CHOLJOY 

Kwang Choi Joy kept terrorizing his room¬ 
mate, Iraq War vet Maribel Ramos, who 
was about to graduate from Cal State Fuller¬ 
ton, so Ramos’ boyfriend told Joy he had to 
leave. A day later, she disappeared; her body 
was later discovered on a Modjeska Canyon 
hillside. Questioned by cops, Joy played the 
role of the bereaved best friend, but it soon 
became apparent he’d been aiguing with 
Ramos. Final straw: Joy Was busted at a 
public library while researching how long it 
takes for a human body to decompose. Miti- 
gating Factor: No complaints so far from 
Joy’s new roomies behind bars. 

8. DAN AND DIANE HARKEY 

Diane Harkey, who is being termed out as 
state assemblywoman and is seeking to con¬ 
tinue her taxpayer-funded career on Califor¬ 
nia’s Board of Equalization (BOE), used to 
campaign as a financial whiz partly respon¬ 
sible for the success of her husband Dan’s 
real-estate-investment company, Point Cen¬ 
ter Financial (PCF). But when PCF drained 
the retirements of several poor souls on its 
way to insolvency, Dana Point Republican 
Diane distanced herself from Dan and his 
bankrupt firm. And when a BOE opponent 
tried to make political hay out of the hypoc¬ 
risy, supposed frivolous-lawsuit foe Diane- 
all together now—sued! Speaking of being 
litigation-happy, Dan has also sued retirees 
who haven’t received a cent from their 
court-ordered settlement with PCF. Mitigat¬ 
ing Factor: The Orange County Republican 
Party, the district attorney and fellow GOP 
officeholders endorsed Diane Harkey for 
the BOE, so she can’t be all bad, right? 


10. JEREMY BROADWATER 

When you call the firefighters, you expect 
them to be reasonably trained—knowing 
how to take vitals and stabilize a spine 
and such. But good luck if you live in 
Garden Grove, whose fire department 
employs Jeremy Broadwater. He joined 
the force last October despite having 
multiple misdemeanor convictions, blow¬ 
ing his interview and being so bad at his 
job that he was one of the main reasons 
Garden Grove’s firefighter’s union gave a 
unanimous no-confidence vote to their 
chief, who resigned shortly after. So 
how’d Broadwater score the job out of a 
field of500 other, more-qualified can¬ 
didates? Being the mayor’s son probably 
didn’t hurt. Mitigating Factor: The fire 
department pulled him off his engine this 
month, shoving him behind a desk. But 
the nightmare isn’t over: He might be get¬ 
ting a raise. 

11. JOSH HAMILTON 

When the Anaheim Angels signed the out¬ 
fielder in 2013 to a five-year, $125 million 
contract. Josh Hamilton was supposed 
to be the last piece of the puzzle needed 
to take the Halos to the World Series. 
Instead, Hamilton went astrophysical on 
everyone by having his career spaghettify 
before us: a terrible 2013 led to a horrible 
2014 (with career lows in homers and 
RBIs), followed by a no-good postseason 
that saw him bat a very bad .000, as the 
heavily favored Angels were swept in the 
first round. Angels fans booed him mer¬ 
cilessly all year, but they better learn to 
love him: Hamilton still has three years 
and $83 million left on his contract, along 
with a no-trade clause. Mitigating Fac¬ 
tor: Every time he strikes out, Angels 
owner Arte Moreno looks that much more 
pendejo for signing him. 


12. BETH KROM 

Orange County has been home to too 
many political clowns to count, but if 
we’re just taking stock of active elected 
officials, nobody is more embarrassing 
than Beth Krom. As the loyal, robotic 
sidekick to Irvine political machine boss 
Larry Agran, she takes her master’s talk¬ 
ing points, puts an angry frown on her 
face and attacks anyone who dares speak 
the truth of how the two of them spent 
$200 million in Orange County Great Park 
construction funds without building the 
park. Two of the biggest Agran-inspired 
lies she spews: Critics of their waste of 
funds on lucrative, no-bid contracts for 
their pals must have opposed the park, 
and their 12-year reign over the city 
included—despite an alarming indepen¬ 
dent audit proving otherwise—no finan¬ 
cial mismanagement. Mitigating Factor: 
When Krom—whose well-earned nick¬ 
name is “Screech”—speaks, rodents flee 
the premises. 

13. HOWARD GUNDY 

As DA Tony Rackauckas’ emissary at 
evidentiary hearings on a prosecutorial- 
misconduct scandal this year that has 
wreaked havoc on OC law enforcement, 
prosecutor Howard Gundy repeatedly 
turned logic upside-down to discredit 
evidence of corruption. For example, 
Gundy stated it was okay for Fernando 
Perez, a Mexican Mafia boss, to carry a 
loaded gun in public because the con¬ 
victed felon was secretly working as a 
snitch. He also told ex-federal prosecutor 
Terri Flynn-Peister, now a judge, that her 
compliance with discovery obligations to 
defense lawyers in gang cases didn’t make 
sense. Perhaps worse, he tried to justify 
how cops placed Delhi gangster Henry

Ni Hao, Hainan 

Capital Noodle Bar serves great noodle soups, but even better Hainan chicken rice

T he last time I had a perfect 

plate of Hainan chicken rice, it 
was in Singapore at some ran¬ 
dom hawker center I probably 
couldn’t locate now if you gave me a map. 
Other than Savoy Kitchen in Alhambra, the 
undisputed king of Hainan chicken rice in 
Southern California, I’ve found very few 
restaurants here that do it well. It’s a hard 
dish to nail because it’s also the simplest. 
Technique and timing trumps everything; 
there’s nowhere to hide mediocrity. 

To make it, a whole chicken is boiled, 
then plunged into an ice bath so the skin 
takes on the texture of jelly. The bird is 
then chopped into strips and served cold 
or at room temperature next to the rice, 
which is no ordinary mound. Prepared by 
first stir-frying the raw grains in melted 
chicken fat, then boiling them with chicken 
broth, the rice is often rich and scrump¬ 
tious. The meal is served with at least three 
sauces: an oily mix of pulverized ginger 
and spring onions, a chile paste of some 
kind, and a sweet-sticky soy sauce to driz¬ 
zle in between spoonfuls. Just about every 
country in Asia cooks its own version, but 
in Singapore, it took on a special resonance 
and became the country’s national dish. 

Capital Noodle Bar in Irvine is not a 
Singaporean joint. It’s a casual spin-off 
from the Capital Seafood Group, arguably 
Irvine’s pre-eminent Chinese-restaurant 
brand, with its dim sum houses in Dia¬ 
mond Jamboree and Irvine Spectrum. So 
when I ordered the dish there, our server 
was ready with a disclaimer. 

“Our Hainan chicken rice comes only in 
white meat, and also, it’s skinless, not like 
we have it in the picture,” he said apolo¬ 


getically, almost bracing himself for some 
kind of objection. 

When I pressed him as to why it’s skin¬ 
less, he explained it’s easier to prepare that 
way. I ordered it anyway, and what came 
out was exactly as he’d described—snow- 
white chicken in long naked, skinless 
strips. Despite all that, it turned out to be 
one of the better Hainan chickens I’ve had 
in Orange County. The meat was slightly 
chilled, the texture springy and moist. If 
you chopped it up and mixed in mayo, 
you’d declare it the best chicken salad 
you’ve ever had. But eaten this way, unob¬ 
structed, it’s chicken breast as it should 
always taste but rarely does. I would alter¬ 
nate slathering the meat with the ginger- 
and-spring-onion paste, the thin garlicky 
chile sauce they've made specifically for 
the dish, and, finally, the tangy-salty soy 
sauce that’s a slight departure from the 
sweet, syrupy stuff I’m used to. But ulti¬ 
mately, it’s Capital Noodle Bar’s well-exe¬ 
cuted rice that complemented the chicken 
with its own poultry soul. 

The restaurant also offers a Hainan 
chicken noodle, in which the chicken is 
prepared the same way, then placed atop 
a noodle of your choice and drowned in 
hot broth, from which it promptly seizes 
up and becomes rubbery. Avoid this dish. 

If you want Hainan chicken, order as it 
should be eaten, married with its rice. 
Besides, if you’re getting noodle soup, there 
are better ones to slurp here. Take the Cap¬ 
ital bowl, which has just about every pro¬ 
tein thrown into a broth ladled from tall, 
simmering stockpots visible from the bar 
seats in a room that reminds me of David 
Chang’s Momofilku. This soup—whether 


you choose the silky rice noodle or the 
crinkly, chewy egg noodles—animates 
every bowl here. Toppings vary from golf- 
ball-sized wontons pregnant with pork 
and shrimp to a so-called “Trio of Beef,” in 
which spring-loaded beef meatballs meet 
meltingly tender slices of filet mignon and 
a tomato-y beef stew complete with car¬ 
rots, slow-cooked brisket, tripe and tendon. 
If the latter sounds akin to a Vietnamese bo 
kho, it’s because it probably is. 

There are more flashes of Vietnamese 
in the rice dishes. There are grilled pork 
chops marinated with lemongrass and 
shaken beef, both served alongside com 
do ca chua, Vietnamese tomato rice. The 
stir-fry section has a few Thai-inspired 
noodles, some of them using spaghetti of 
all things. But then there’s the traditional 
Hong Kong-style chow mein, a crispy nest 
of egg noodles smothered with meat and 
veg in corn-starch-thickened gravy. Some 
side dishes are also excellent, including 
snappy green beans stir-fried with bits of 
dried shrimp, the crispy Chinese dough¬ 
nuts, and the addictive fried prawns 
swaddled in wonton wrappers. They 
even have xiaolongbaos, but they’re only 
decent if you forget Din Tai Fung exists. 
So save your xiaolongbao craving until 
then. At Capital Noodle Bar, focus on the 
Hainan chicken rice, even if it’s skinless 
and white meat.

L astyear, I ate a great meal at Peru Peru 
Grill in Anaheim—an epic tallarin verde 
with chicken milanesa,the pesto-spiked 
noodles swarming undernealh a piece of 
breaded chicken so vast it suffered a tec¬ 
tonic shift when I forked through it There 
were leftovers for days, leftovers my best 
friend quickly gobbled up. But I didn't write 
about the place because I feared it had no 
future. Peru Peru is huge, occupying two 
spaces in a hidden strip mall; no one was 
there when I visited. And while one of the 
main purposes of this column is to help 
mom-and-pops gain an audience, I figured 
Peru Peru was on its last legs and no 
amount of buzz we could create would help. 

Flash-forward to last month, when our 
sales staff treated those at l/I/eek/yWorld 
Headquarters to amazing Peruvian: a bit¬ 
ing jalea, savory arroz chaufa and a sea 
of ceviche that even the marketing gals 
couldn’t stop scarfing down. Weeklings 
went for seconds, thirds, even a couple 
of fourths; everyone buzzed about how 
delicious it was, something that rarely 
happens with staff lunches (save for Soho 
Taco visits, of course). Curious, I asked one 
of the reps where this fabulous Peruvian 
came from. 'Peru Peru Grill," he replied. 
Stunned, I returned and have haunted the 
restaurant since. 

Peru Peru doesn't have OC’s most 
extensive Peruvian menu, and its most 
exotic dish is the marvelous tacutacu, 
essentially Andean steak-and-eggs served 
alongside beans, rice and some fried plan¬ 
tains. All the other dishes are the tried-and- 
true: papas a la huancaina, anticuchos, 
chupes and sudados, dishes you can buy 
at any Peruvian eatery in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. But the flavors here are sharper, more 
refined than at any other such restaurant 
in lanaranja: citrus juices sear, the two ajis 
sizzle, the agua de maracuya tingles. And 
while the restaurant can seem empty dur¬ 
ing weekdays, weekends bring out Peru¬ 
vians who want to hear live music, watch 
soccer games and chat with paisanos who 
have made Anaheim a Little Lima over the 
years. Now, I can finally write this column 
knowing Peru Peru Grill has a bright 
future—but it never hurts togiveitabump 
of business, so get at rt, cabronesl

Nightcrawler's Jake Gyllenhaal aces portraying an everyday media monster

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J ake Gyllenhaal, not a particularly 
bulky guy to begin with, dropped 
20 pounds or so to play a Los 
Angeles misfit who finds his call¬ 
ing as a freelance crime videographer in 
Dan Gilroy’s nervy thriller Nightcrawler. 
Even when Robert De Niro does it, weight 
change isn’t acting—it’s the antithesis 
of acting, merely a symbol of an actor’s 
dedication and not the tensile, compli¬ 
cated act of commitment itselfi which can 
unspool only in performance. But you 
could say that in reshaping his body and 
face, Gyllenhaal has achieved a kind of 
art direction of the self. His eyes, almost 
inhumanly enormous within that now- 
bony face, are as much a part of the look 
of Nightcrawler as its rapturous nocturnal 
Los Angeles streetscapes, dotted with 
palm trees, traffic lights and cheerfully 
illuminated chain stores. As sociopathic 
self-starter Louis Bloom, Gyllenhaal has 
refashioned himself as a version of the 
Tony Perkins of Psycho, an Adam’s apple 
with a sick, brilliant mind attached. 

Gyllenhaal is the polestar of Night¬ 
crawler—just as he’s fixated on the grisly 
crimes and accidents of his city, we can’t 
look away from him. That seems to be 
part of writer/director Gilroy’s design. 
He has infused Nightcrawler with a num¬ 


ber of ideas, free-floating through the 
movie as though fireflies: Gilroy takes 
on the news media’s lust for increas¬ 
ingly prurient stories and graphic news 
footage, the way crimes against white 
people take precedence over anything 
that happens to a person of color, and 
the downside of citizen journalism in 
a world where everyone wants to be a 
star. But on the strength of Gyllenhaal’s 
performance, Nightcrawler works best 
as a character study. It’s chilling, but also 
wickedly funny and strange, as if a good, 
dark Brian De Palma joke—in short, it’s 
everything the stolid and humorless Gone 
Girl should have been. 

Gyllenhaal’s Louis is an eager, intense 
young man, given to spinning out long 
complex sentences in the language of 
inspirational speakers. That’s because 
everything he has learned came from the 
Internet, and scarily, all that knowledge 
ends up serving him well. As Nightcrawler 
opens, Louis commits an act of brutality 
that clearly signals how cracked his con¬ 
science is. But he’s also weirdly likable, 
an urban underdog who irons his shirts in 
front of the TV, chuckling over goofy sight 
gags from the 1955 Danny Kaye vehicle 
The Court Jester. Clearly, he’s a TCM fan- 
how can you not want to like him? 


By accident—and at the scene of an 
accident in which a woman is just barely 
pulled from an about-to-explode car— 
Louis encounters Joe Loder, a freelance 
journalist of sorts, played by a half¬ 
lumbering, half-swaggering Bill Paxton: 
Loder chases down potentially gruesome 
incidents and sells the footage to local TV 
stations for big bucks. Louis is enthralled, 
and before long he has bartered a stolen 
bicycle for a cheap video camera and 
a police radio from ancient times. (It’s 
emblazoned with the nostalgic brand logo 
Realistic .) Rene Russo’s flinty-hot Nina 
Romina, a news director at a flailing TV 
station, eagerly buys whatever grim foot¬ 
age Louis can come up with, and he’s dis¬ 
tressingly good at finding it. Pushing his 
camera into the tightest, bloodiest spaces, 
he’s an heir to Weegee, but a dispassion¬ 
ate one. 

Louis has no scruples; he’s just a bun¬ 
dle of raw ambition. He takes on an eager 
but baffled apprentice, Rick (the quietly 
magnetic Riz Ahmed), and immediately 
begins to manipulate him—from there, his 
misdeeds pile up like a careless driver’s 
traffic tickets. If you’re looking for plot 
realism, go elsewhere: In real life, nobody 
could obstruct as much justice as Louis 
does and get away with it. Still, Night¬ 


crawler is unnerving because we never 
know just how far Louis will go. He’s 
sympathetic enough that we somehow 
wish he wouldn’t do these awful things 
and malicious enough that we recoil from 
his apparent naivete, which is really a 
kind of shrewdness. 

Nightcrawler, shot by the enormously 
gifted Robert Elswit, is dazzling to look at. 
The opening-credit sequence is like the 
movie version of an old-fashioned fold- 
out post card, a selection of nighttime LA 
delights: the Capitol Records Building 
aglow as if it had just touched down from 
Mars; columns of palm trees whose leaves 
shimmer in the wind as if tinsel; construc¬ 
tion sites whose shadowy beams and scaf¬ 
folding, left behind by workers for the day, 
speak of growth and progress, or at least a 
new nest of office spaces. And then there 
are Gyllenhaal’s deep, dark eyes, taking it 
all in. His next big story could come from 
anywhere: a jackknifed tractor-trailer, a 
carjacking, a home invasion. He’s addicted 
to looking and it’s our shivery pleasure to 
watch him do so.

HORNS Alexandre Aja's Horns is a biblically 
tinged, eye-for-an-eye vengeance thriller 
about an emo boyfriend named Ig (Daniel 
Radcliffe) whose childhood sweetheart 
Merrin (Juno Temple) has been murdered 
underneath the treehouse where they 
wooed. Ig's not much for self-control or 
acting innocent and everyone sees him as 
Satan—a point the local paper hammers 
home with the headline, "Is This the Face 
of the Devil?" So it's only fitting that after 
drunkenly shagging a tattooed blonde 
(Kelli Gamer), he wakes up to find he's 
sprouted a pair of curving horns. Not only 
do these spikes make his public image 
literal, the horns have the ability to pry the 
truth out of people whether Ig wants to 
hear it or not He just has to stand there 
while the bewitched bug out their eyes, 
fess up to their worst inner thoughts, and 
violently make them real. He becomes 
a hoodie-clad, horn-bespoked gumshoe 
hunting down the next clue. The produc¬ 
ers were smart to cast Daniel Radcliffe, 
who’s always had the air of a martyr. But 
Radcliffe wasn't smart to tell the producers 
yes. This is high-toned horror that doesn't 
realize it's deeply silly. There's red lights 
casting hellish shadows on Radcliffe's face 
and goth covers on the soundtrack (Ig is, 
of course, an alt-DJ). He can't even break 
a bottle without the soundtrack caking on 
a thunderclap. Most oppressively, every 
inch of Homs\s choked in religious meta¬ 
phor that stra ngles the fun from the film. 

Aja clutters the movie with golden crosses 
and Garden of Eden snakes, but doesn't 
dare wrestle with the theology behind 
them—this is a snapshot of a steak, not a 
full meal.

A WALK AMONGTHETOMBSTONES 

They've done it at last made a Liam 
Neeson-stomps-some-ass flick where, 
as the credits roll, there's more to be glad 
you sawthan Neeson himself. Based on 
one of those Lawrence Block novels that's 
pretty smart but also too invested in the 
mechanics of rape and torture, the movie's 
a grim beauty. Writer/director Scott Frank 
has crafted the kind of thriller that Neeson's 
brooding elder-toughs have deserved all 
along, a tense and pricldy picture more 
interested in shoe-leather investigative 
work than in making a lark of brutal deaths. 
The case Neeson’s on is yet another kid¬ 
napping, this time of the wife of a drug traf¬ 
ficker (Dan Stevens) who offers 40 grand to 
Neeson’s Matt Scudderto locate the per¬ 
petrators: goateed white boys, pale as the 
grubs under rocks, played by David Harbour 
and Adam David Thompson. Of course, 
Scudder finds they're up to much more 
than this one abduction, and Frank dutifully 
shows us flashes of his heavies engaged 
in the sexualized violence so common to 
bestselling crime novels. He suggests it 
ratherthan dwells, but what excuse is there 
for a scene of a rapist calmly demanding a 
woman choose which breast he worr'tslice 
off, especially in a film that otherwise never 
finds time for a woman to have a speaking 
part? That aside, the movie is rich in dark 
pleasures. Without sacrificing the momen¬ 
tum of the crime story, Frank and director of 
photography Mihai M laimare Jr, immerse 
us in long, static shots, sharply composed, 
where we see into one hollow of the billions 


rotted into the city—and are left to wonder 
what outside life might be pressing in on 
Scudder.

ALEXANDER ANDTHETERRIBLE, 
HORRIBLE, NO GOOD, VERY BAD 
DAY Alexander and the Terrible, Horrible, 
NoGood, Very Bad Day actually covers 
two days. The first is the birthday eve of 
Alexander (Ed Oxenbould), a lousy day that 
garners little sympathy from his family. He 
wishes his happy family members would 
know what it's like for things to suck, and 
then they all have a rotten and absurdly 
packed day, one in which Alexander's 
househusband father, Ben (Steve Carell), 
has an important job interview, publishing- 
executive mother Kelly (Jennifer Gamer) 
has to oversee a major book launch, sister 
Emily (Kerris Dorsey) is debuting as Peter 
Pan in a school play, and brother Anthony 
(Dylan Minnette) has his driving test and the 
junior prom. Everything that can go wrong 
does, and while it has its moments, Miguel 
Arteta's comedy relies too much on gender- 
shaming and emasculation jokes. Alexander 
becomes a laughingstock when pictures 
circulate of his face pasted on sexy ladies' 
bodies; because Ben is the primary care- 
giverto the family infant he's labeled a 
Fommy (it's a portmanteau, geddit?); and 
when circumstances force Ben to don a 
pirate shirt characters insist on calling it 
a pirate blouse, like nobody does in reality. 
That's just lazy writing, and no good at all. 
(PG) Sherilyn Connelly. Countywide. 

DRACULA UNTOLD This Dracula Begins- 
style sword-and-fangs curio plays like 
someone said, "What if we took a vampire 
ffick but did a find-and-replace swapping 
out all that bane-neck sensuality for some 
video-game ass-kicking?' And so it was, 
and it was dull, the greatest villain in all 
cinema bitten on the neck and drained of 
his hottest blood. Here's a Dracula who 
feeds for honor and ravishes no one but 
his own wife, who has to beseech him to 
do so. Within a single night he murders 
athousand-man army and manages to 
pig-stick each corpse upon a pike like an 
olive on a toothpick Then he broods: This 
Vlad may be haunted by his deeds, but 
what's that count when viewers woddwide 
are expected to get off on them? All this 
might sound pleasantly mad. The opening 
scenes are: Once Turks again demand 
Transylvania's children, Prince Vlad (Luke 
Evans) plunges into the blackest of caves to 
meet the great Charles Dance, here a mas¬ 
ter vampire, pale and skeletal in his bad- 
Jedi robes. This sequence is a creepy mar¬ 
vel. Its upshot By taking of swig of undead 
blood, Vlad can gain unholy power forthree 
days. If he makes it that long vwthoutt giv¬ 
ing in to the urge to feed, Vlad will go right 
back to being human. So it's a Faust story. 
But this Vlad is never tempted to want more 
power, and despite his CGI war crimes he 


never seems at risk of losing his humanity. 
Worse, Dracula Untolds resources—of 
invention and money both—seem to have 
been spent in that opening third, leaving the 
film's back half a muddle of hard-to-follow 
nighttime action. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

FURY A gloom hangs over writer/director 
David Ayer's brutal war drama Fury that 
only the audience can see. It's April 1945. 
The war is already over—Hitler just hasn’t 
admitted it. Sergeant Don "Wardaddy" 
Collier (Brad Pitt) suspects as much, but 
he isn't sure. And so he, his men, and 
their ta nk roll on through the German 
countryside, shooting and dodging a final 
barrage of bullets that is no less fatal for 
being futile. Instead of flags and patriotism, 
Fury is about filth: the basins of blood, the 
smears on the soldiers' exhausted faces, 
the bodies pushed around by bulldozers, 
and a decomposing corpse that's melted 
into the mud. The men's moods are equally 
dark. Collier's team—dumb hick Grady (Jon 
Bemthal), temperamental but wounded 
Gordo (Michael Pella), and stock religious 
guy Bible (Shia LaBeouf)—has had the 
mixed fortune of surviving every battle. 

The squad's fifth man has just been shot 
and the firstthing his replacement a typist 
named Norman (Logan Lerman), is ordered 
to do is mop up his predecessor's blood and 
dispose of his face, which has been flung in 
the comer like melted cheese. This is a film 
about present-traumatic stress disorder, 
a condition none of the men have words 
to express. It’s structured like a string of 
grenades: Collier's tank just keeps chugging 
toward the next explosion, and the men 
inside are so fixated on survival that no one 
takes the time to ask what it all means. In 
trying to say that death is both noble and 
pointless, Fury makes the fatal mistake of 
so many war movies: It divides the battle¬ 
field so that our deaths are lofty, and the 
enemies' mean nothing. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

GONE GIRL Everything about Gone Girl, 
David Fincher's adaptation of Gillian Flynn's 
thriller about a deteriorating marriage and a 
wife gone missing, is precise and thought¬ 
ful—it's as well planned as the perfect 
murder, with its share of vicious, shivery 
delights. Butatthe end of the perfect 
murder, all you're left with is a corpse, and 
that's about all Gone Girl leaves you with, 
too. The story, as Flynn lays it out (both in 
her book and in the screenplay she adapted 
from it), is intended to be cold and perverse, 
a chilly bit of business exploring the ways 
in which men and women—or at least this 
particular man and woman—fail to com¬ 
municate. But the film, \Miile entertaining 
and well crafted, is too self-conscious 
about its depravity to be either truly disturb¬ 
ing or disturbingly funny. Ben Affleck plays 
Nick Dunne, who just doesn't seem to like 
his wife very much, as he makes clear in 
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the movie's opening voiceover "I imagine 
cracking open her head, unspooling her 
brain, trying to get answers." Soon that 
wife (Rosamund Pike) has disappeared, and 
the cops treat him as a suspect Affleck's 
Nick struts through the movie like an 
Abercrombie & Fitch caveman—his shirts 
are too tight as if they can barely contain 
his muscles, or his pride. Pike may not be 
quite as well cast—she's so marble-smooth 
that her fellow actors don't so much inter¬ 
act with her as slide off all that polished 
golden surface—but maybe her coolness 
works in herfavor. If you’ve read the book, 
you’ll probably want to know that Fincher 
has honored all of its significant plot 
points, including the ending. (R) Stephanie 


Zacharek Countywide. 

JOHN WICK Dog lovers and fans of the 
beyond-understated charisma of Keanu 
Reeves have a tough choice when it comes 
to John Wick. Those who count themselves 
among the former should know that the 
Cutest Beagle EVER gets offed—off-screen, 
but still—in the first 20 minutes. That's not 
my favorite kind of plot device, even as a 
truly justifiable reason for a movie hero 
to smoke a bunch of Russian baddies. 

But at least director-producer team Chad 
Stahelski and David Leitch, in theirfeature 
debut, make that dog's death matter His 
spirit haunts the movie, and it gets Reeves' 
former hitman Wick back in the game. 

If a cretin mobster killed your dog, you'd 


put on a dark, sexy, three-piece suit and 
wreak revenge too. Reeves is wonderful 
here, a marvel of physicality and stem 
determination—he moves with the grace of 
an old-school swashbuckler. That's partly 
because Reeves is just plain awesome 
and partly because John Wickwas made 
by people who understand action: Leitch 
and Stahelski have been working for years 
as stuntmen, and John Wick features the 
most beautifully choreographed action 
sequences I've seen in an American movie 
in years. None of that Expendables-sty\e 
muddy camera work and ADD-sous-chef 
editing here. The violence in John Wick— 
often sick as hell, and funny too—is so 
gorgeously staged that it brings back bliss¬ 
ful memories of the John Woo Hong Kong 
extravaganzas of the 1990s. All that and 
Keanu too. Vfau'll miss that beagle. But at 
least his character didn't die for naught (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE JUDGE God save us from old coots 
and the actors who play them. Is that a 
terrible thing to say? Actors, like the rest 
of us, grow old, and there aren’t a whole 
lot of good roles available to them. But 
do we really need to see Robert Duvall 
playing a withered grouch forthe millionth 
time? There's only so much squintin' and 
grousin' an audience can bear, and in David 
Dobkiris The Judge—a Midwestern drama 
in which bits and pieces of John Grisham 
courtroom showmanship bump up against 
Alexander Payne-style family angst—Duvall 
reaches new, exhausting depths of cootery. 
He plays crabby patriarch Joseph Palmer, 
a respected small-town Indiana judge and 
the father of Robert Downey Jr.'s Hank, a 
hotshot big-city lawyer known for keep¬ 
ing obviously guilty thugs out of jail. Hank 
never looked back after leaving the family 
homestead. But his mother's funeral draws 
him back, and he finds himself square 
in the beady-eyed gaze of old Joseph's 
seeming hatred. It turns out, though, that 
Daddy Palmer might need the help of the 
son he reviles: After possibly going on a 
bender—he’s been sober for years—the 
judge finds himself a suspect in what may 
be a vehicular homicide, and the case 
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against him is strong (though the movie 
fails to make us understand why). Nothing 
Downey does here is unexpected, and 
Duvall is often at his worst, screwing up his 
face in locust-cloud disgust whenever his 
most unloved son deres to challenge him, 
or crumpling into a total cutie-pie when 
his granddaughter. Hank's little girl (Emma 
Tremblay), asks him if he’s going to take her 
out for an ice-cream cone. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

KILL THE MESSENGER Itwas a mystery 
that reporter Gary Webb would have 
jumped on: a man who’d made powerful 
enemies allegedly committing suicide with 
two gunshots to the head. The tragedy is 
that Webb was the deceased. Michael 
Cuesta's earnest, ire-inducing Kill the 
Messenger is a David-and-Goliath story 
where truth is the slingshot. The giant is the 
CIA In 1996, Webb published a thunderbolt 
piece in the San Jose Mercury News con¬ 
necting the facts in a conspiracy that linked 
the governmenttothe Nicaraguan Contras 
to the crack dealers of South Central Los 
Angeles. Yet in the two years between bis 
piece hitting print and the government's 
mea culpa, Webb’s career was trashed. 

No one threatens him or his family with 
violence. Instead, they destroy the man by 
destroying his credibility—and to an inves¬ 
tigative journalist, the two are the same. 

Like Webb himself, KiS the Messenger s 
a little rumpled. The film doesn't elevate 
him Into a hero. He's a hunter, and when 
his rivals scrutinize Ns past, he’s made 
enough personal mistakes that he's easy to 
discredit. (So have we all.) In Webb's case, 
he has a temper, he had a mistress, and 
when he gets spooked by stalkers outside 
his house, we know enough about the news 
cycle to scream, "Put down that gun and 
look normal!" For media junkies, Kill the 
Messenger plays like s&m porn—it hurts 
so good. Yet when the sting fades, so does 
the him. It doesn't entirely engage, in part 
because it’s so determined to correct the 
story that it can't let us explore it ourselves.

THE MAZE RUNNER It's tough to be a 
teen in 2014. When your parents' genera¬ 
tion went to the movies, they cracked up 
at sex comedies and John Hughes. Today, 
Hollywood wants you dead. Between 
Katniss' nightlock berries and The Givefs 
daily dulling injection, you can literally 
pickyour poison. In Wes Ball’s The Maze 
Gunner, a grim kiddie dystopia about a pack 
of boys who’ve woken up in the middle 
of a labyrinth with their memories wiped, 
the guys fear "being stung,” an infection 
that turns the victim into a violent killer. 
According to leader Aiby’s (Ami Ameen) 
rules, the tribe must shove the stung into 
the Maze, a mechanical deathtrap filled 
with murderous metal spiders called 
Grievers and walls that shift so loudly that 
the sound design rattles the enamel off your 
teeth. A few members of the group have 
been selected as Runners, athletes who 
race through the halls trying to find the exit 
The rest are content to stay safe in the cen¬ 
ter and accept their fate, even if that means 
expelling rebels who disruptthe status quo. 
Is the true enemy this all-testosterone Lord 
of the Ries clan? Nah, faulting your fellow 
kids is so 1950s. Forthe millennials, adults 
gotta be to blame, even when we never see 
them. The Maze Gunneris so bleakthatit 
almost convinces us to take it seriously. 
Don't bother—James Dashner's original 
novel makes a let more sense. But Ball 
gets all the genre beats right adrenaline 
escapes, a hazy anti-corporate cynicism, 
and a hero (Dylan O'Brien) who is assured 
from the start that he's Very Special. Hey, 


who cares if today's kids survive a movie, 
as long as their egos are intact (PG-13) 
Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

MEN. WOMEN & CHILDREN The 
tragedy of Jason Reitman’s Men, Women 
& Children is that itwas released the year 
it was made. Asnapshot of today's cultural 
disconnection, in which Facebook, texting. 
World of Warcraft, and streaming smut lure 
people away from dinner with their families, 
the film's so currant that its observations 
feel like alarmist accusations. Here, we 
have a teenage virgin (Travis Tope) so 
obsessed with porn that he's hapless with 
a real girl; his father (Adam Sandler), who 
browses escort advertisements while dar¬ 
ing himself to click "Buy"; and his sexually 
frustrated mother (Rosemary OeWitt), who 
flirts with men on a cheaters website and 
decides to test-drive the guys IRL Then 
there's the athlete (Ansel Elgort) who's 
become so obsessed with role-playing 
video games and his estranged mother's 
Facebook page that he’s infuriated the 
whole school by quitting the football team, 
plus the one geek girl (Kaitlyn Dever) who 
doesn’t care—and might even date him 
it her paranoid mother (Jennifer Garner, 
forever tight-lipped and tense) would 
stop erasing his chats before she reads 
them. Their jock-loves-Goth romance is 
ripped from an '80s movie but flattened by 
today's technology. Instead of big, brave 
moments—think John Cusack hoisting a 
boombox—he merely taps out a sentence 
asking if she wants to hang. Men, Women 
& Children feels like a sermon. It’s obvi¬ 
ous and mundane, "Chopsticks" pounded 
on the piano. In 2034, distance might give 
the film the weight of a documentary, the 
way that we now watch The Grapes of 
Wrath and think, "Steinbeck must be tell¬ 
ing us how itwas." (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THIS IS WHERE I LEAVE YOU ‘I've spent 
my whole life playing it safe," whines Judd 
Altman (Jason Bateman), the middle-class 
milquetoast atthe center of This Is Where I 
Leave You. Yes, well, so has director Shawn 
Levy, but on the basis of his latest vacu¬ 
ous trifle he has no apparent intention, as 
Altman does, of effecting a much-needed 
change. Doubtless there are more incompe¬ 
tent filmmakers working in Hollywood today, 
but I’m hard-pressed to think of a more 
uninteresting one: Films like Date Night and 
The Internship are feats of four-quadrant 
emptiness. The most charitable tiling you 
can sayabout This Is Where I Leave Vbzzis 
that it is resolutely innocuous—a nothing of 
a movie, neutered and sanitary. Its subject 
perhaps unintentionally, Is the inexhaustible 
narcissism of affluent white people, who 
here mope and moan theirway through 
various break-ups and infidelities. Rich 
people, the film suggests, suffer The same 
Indignities in romance as the rest of us. Fair 
enough, but you may find it more difficult 
to extend your sympathies to Bateman's 
heartbroken cuckold when he begins 
cruising through the suburbs in his luxury 
convertible. Perhaps it's unfair to criticize 
Thisls Where I Leave Kxu for being too 
narrow in its conception of the worid—one 
milieu is not inherently less valuable as a 
subject than any other, after all, and Levy is 
welcome to make films about whomever he 
prefers. But Consider Martin Amis' baffle¬ 
ment atthe success of Four Weddings and 
a Funeraf. "I can see that the upper classes 
might enjoy watching the upper classes 
portrayed with such whimsical fondness," 
he wrote in the New Yorker. "But why 
should it appeal to four hundred berks from 
Hendon?"

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A Funny Thing Happened 
on the Way to the Kaaba 

Finding the true Zealot in Theresa Rebeck’s new play at South Coast Rep

B oo-hoo, women are oppressed 
by cruel, violent men. They’re 
oppressed in ass-backwards 
Muslim countries by having 
to cover their heads in public and get¬ 
ting raped and beaten for any number of 
reasons. They’re oppressed in America by 
a patriarchal system that meddles with 
their choices over their own bodies, pre¬ 
vents them from receiving the same pay 
as men, and makes them feel degraded for 
not skipping dessert. 

Wah-wah-wah. 

Just anticipating, folks, the reaction 
to Zealot, a new play by Theresa Rebeck, 
from the he-men who feel men should 
be men, women should be women, and 
things have been pretty goddamn good for 
3,000 years for the ones with dicks, so all 
these feminists should just shut the fuck 
up. For that is, sadly, what one segment of 
the body politic would most likely focus 
on after experiencing Rebeck’s taut, com¬ 
pelling piece—if they were big enough 
pussies to actually walk into a real theater. 

Rebeck’s play is about the diplomatic 
maneuvering between a British and 
American diplomat over the fate of a 
young Muslim woman accused of heresy 
during the Hajj in Mecca, probing a vari¬ 
ety of Important Issues, from religion and 
faith to geopolitics and Western arrogance 
and ignorance of indigenous cultures. But 
it’s clear her primary concern is that of 
female empowerment—and that is what 
will stick in the craw of the manly men 
and the womanly women who bristle 
at the politically correct progressive/ 
communist/fascist/carpet-and-arugula- 
munching agenda that threatens to 
emasculate the white men who made this 
country so great and turn it over to non¬ 
white people. 

True, Rebeck is a bit polemical at times 
and a bit too simplistic at others (re: the 
two main male characters are assholes, 
and the two female characters are dis¬ 
missed and ridiculed). But her enormous 
talent provides a tense, riveting dramatic 
narrative in spite of the conspicuous 
gender politicking. And part of that tal¬ 
ent is creating characters with sharply 
conflicting ideas that all, at some point, 
seem right. 

Marina (Nikki Massoud), the young 
Muslim woman who takes part in a peace¬ 
ful protest that turns ugly, is right about 
women standing up to oppression. Ann 
(Charlayne Woodard), an American diplo¬ 
mat who has just arrived in Saudi Arabia, 
is right that Marina should be offered 


political asylum. Edgar (Alan Smyth), a 
British diplomat who has lived in Saudi 
Arabia for 11 years, is right that the Saudi 
legal system should determine Marina’s 
fate. And Usama (Demosthenes Chrysan), 
a Muslim cleric, is right that Marina has 
broken the law and should be turned over 
to the authorities. 

Of course, with everyone being so right, 
a fustercluck ensues, with no easy solu¬ 
tion in sight. 

There’s an absolute dramatic thrust 
to the plot—Marina’s fate—and when 
Zealot focuses on what she’s done, why 
she’s done it, why she believes it’s justi¬ 
fied, and why others agree or don’t, the 
play ignites, thanks to a steady grip on the 
wheel from director Marc Masterson. But 
it sputters during the second act when 
the focus changes to faith and belief with 
the ardent Marina—who claims to truly 
hear Allah speak to her—posed against the 
rational, atheist Edgar. There are some 
funny lines from the sardonic Brit, but the 
play idles, even with the most memorable 
visual moment involving a tentative hand 
touching a face. 

The characters are starkly drawn, but 
they’re not all fully developed. Ann is par¬ 
ticularly thin, sounding like a dual mouth¬ 
piece: one for America’s role as moral 
arbiter, the other for the advancement of 
women’s rights. Woodard’s high-strung 
performance doesn’t help. And while 
Massoud’s Marina is the right blend of 
determination and helplessness, Rebeck’s 
handling of her nebulous faith under¬ 


mines the bold action she undertakes. It’s 
Islam, but a better Islam. Allah is her God, 
but it’s a new kind of Allah, one whose 
instructions aren’t codified in the Quran 
but resonating in the spirituality of his 
new tribe (women) who follow the laws of 
the Earth, not of man. It’s an ungainly mix 
of Islam, New Age spirituality and Earth 
Mother worship, and it muddies what is 
otherwise a riveting battle between wills 
and reality-based belief systems, such as 
law, justice and equality. 

While Marina is the dramatic impetus 
and Ann the moral compass, it seems this is 
ultimately Edgar’s play—although Smyth’s 
commanding performance might have 
something to do with that. He is as witty 
and dry as he is morally ambiguous and 
borderline contemptible. When the lights 
dim in the final moment and he is alone 
onstage, we see how the consequences of 
his actions, as well as his inactions, weigh 
on him. And the question of Edgar’s role 
magnifies one of the biggest questions in a 
play that raises so many compelling ones: 
Can one person’s actions truly advance 
history in a time when history isn’t so 
much written by the victors as it is parsed 
by institutionalized bureaucracies and per¬ 
petuated through ossified tradition?

Soulific Records brings rare funk, jazz and Latin vinyl to Retro Row

L ong Beach’s Soulific Records 
isn’t your typical record 
store. Inside the second-floor, 
12-foot-by-12-foot converted 
office the 5-month-old store calls home, 
a few wooden racks hold impeccably 
maintained vinyl copies of funk, jazz, 
soul and Latin albums so obscure that 
most of the producers, collectors and DJs 
who care about them would only find 
them after years of digging through the 
proverbial crates. 

Among the selection is an original 
pressing of Roy Ayers’ 1976 album, 
Vibrations; a private pressing of Bobby 
Guajardo y su Orquesta’s La Marranita; 
and a pristine specimen of Larry Young’s 
jazz fusion album, Fuel —all rarities that 
would be more commonly found over¬ 
priced on eBay or specialty websites such 
as collectorsfrenzy.com. 

But here at Soulific, the crates have been 
dug for you, and each item on display has 
been personally selected, cleaned and rea¬ 
sonably priced by owner Rodi Delgadillo, a 
local record collector and veteran all-vinyl 
DJ who co-founded the seminal Long 
Beach funk-and-soul club the Good Foot. 

“With my shop, you don’t have to go 
through a lot of records you don’t really 
want to find the ones you do,” Delgadillo 
says from his semi-permanent perch 
behind the store’s cash register. “I picked 
these, and I thought about these records, 
so when you come in here, you’re going to 
find something you really like. That’s the 
idea behind the store being so cozy—it’s a 
well-curated shop where you’re guaran¬ 
teed to find something really cool.” 

Soulific’s small inventory and hidden 
location (only a sandwich board pulled 
outside each day proclaims its existence 
in this office building) cater to a hyper¬ 
specific crowd of music appreciators. 

While other record stores might load up 
their so-called “rock” section with familiar 
names to appeal to the masses, Delgadillo 
has created a boutique that specializes in 
old funk, soul, jazz, reggae, Latin and any 
genre fusion therein. 

That’s not to say you have to be an expert 
about any of these genres to enter. Without 
any hint of snobbery or pretentiousness, 
Soulific, in its short time open, has become 
a place both where newcomers can come 
to learn and where record junkies can go 
to find choice titles. Neil Young and Stones 
records might get dropped behind the 
“miscellaneous” tag, but they are still there, 
and on the weekends, everyone from casual 
listeners to the region’s top beatmakers can 
be found flipping through the shop’s lov¬ 
ingly hand-picked stacks. 


“A goal I have for this store is to intro¬ 
duce this music to people who haven’t 
heard of it and to get them interested in it,” 
Delgadillo says. “Maybe they’re just com¬ 
ing in here to browse, or they know what 
they want and maybe I don’t have it. But 
I can still turn them onto something else 
they haven’t heard that’s all new to them.” 


More than the rarity of the records sold 
there, at the core of the Soulific experience 
is Delgadillo himself, a soft-spoken man 
with an overflowing passion for the music 
he stocks. 

He started buying records more than 20 
years ago, easing in with two-tone and ska 
albums from Lou’s in Oceanside (where 
he lived in his early teens), and then at 
Bagatelle’s, which still exists as a vinyl- 
hoarder’s paradise on Atlantic Avenue in 
Long Beach. Thrift stores were also an 
easy place to load up on new discover¬ 
ies. “That was back when people weren’t 
looking for records,” he says. 


Before Delgadillo knew it, his vinyl 
collection had grown into a lifestyle; he 
and fellow ska-lover Dennis Owens were 
dressing as rude boys and hanging out at 
the mod nights held inside long-gone Long 
Beach venue Grand Central Station. 

Owens and Delgadillo then played in 
several important ska- and reggae-inspired

groups during that time—just Google 
“Suburban Rhythm”—but soon decided 
they weren’t interested in doing the band 
thing. Their mutual love of funk and soul 
and dueling vinyl collections led them, in 
1998, to launch the Good Foot, a monthly 
all-vinyl club night that still lives on at 
Alex’s Bar. 

Even when Delgadillo moved to Japan 
in 2005, his love of vinyl never waned. 

He flew out with a few hundred 45s, and 
as a birthday present one year, his mom 
sent him hundreds of LPs, with which he 
started his own reggae-and-dub night in an 
Osaka vinyl bar. 


In Japan, the vinyl culture was already in 
full swing, and many of his friends would 
travel all the way to the Caribbean for the 
chance to buy from a newly discovered 
cache of old reggae records. During his 
time abroad, Delgadillo learned to appreci¬ 
ate not only how precious certain titles can 
be, but also how sometimes, the best record 
shops don’t always live in obvious street- 
level retail. 

“Maybe part of my influence with get¬ 
ting this space was being in Japan,” he says 
of his hard-to-find shop. “A lot of stores 
there can be on a fifth story or something, 
but they’ll have their little sign out front, 
and people there are so nerdy they want 
to research it and find these cool hidden 
spots. It’s a different mentality.” 

After returning to Long Beach in 
2012, Delgadillo began selling off pieces 
of his massive collection, most of which 
had remained in storage while he was 
away. It only took a few rounds of sales 
at Beat Swapmeet and on eBay, though, 
for him to start searching for a brick- 
and-mortar space. 

In June, Soulific Records opened with 
an inventory that featured more than 
half of Delgadillo’s personal stash. The 
rest were pieces he’d purchased with the 
intention of selling, not just because they 
were good albums, but because they were 
the best-condition record of that album 
that he could find. 

“I only put out records that have covers 
in good condition and vinyl in good condi¬ 
tion,” he says. “That’s definitely something 
I take pride in with the shop.” 

Today, out of the more than 3,000 
records he once owned, Delgadillo says 
he has only about 500 now, most of which 
are his deejaying essentials. He still goes 
to thrift stores and record stores and Beat 
Swapmeet, but this time, he’s hunting 
for the best of the best to sell at Soulific. 
With “quality over quantity” a motto all 
but embedded in the operation, and with 
the resident music geek also the owner, 
appraiser, social media maven and full-time 
clerk, Long Beach’s newest record store is 
also its most personal. 

“Sometimes, I’m almost like a counselor 
or therapist,” Delgadillo says. “People 
come in and talk about their day, and the 
conversation goes from records to their 
shitty week. But then we can turn it around 
and make it positive by putting on a good 
track. That’s the best feeling.”

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Red Fang Unplugged 

The hard-rocking Portland band’s 
vulnerability is scary—to them

F or a hard-rocking band such as 
Red Fang releasing a collection 
of reworked acoustic tracks can 
be a challenge. Earlier this year, 
singer Bryan Giles and guitarist Aaron 
Beam recorded three acoustic songs in a 
London studio that bore no resemblance 
to the group’s beefed-up sound. Though 
supportive of the project, the front man 
had his doubts over whether he could pull 
it off. 

“It’s outside of my comfort zone, 
but, well, I figured I’d try it,” the singer 
explains. “Acoustic Red Fang? I’m not sure 
if that’s worth any money.” 

Listening to the tracks, though, Giles 
realized there was more to the band 
beyond its hazy blend of psych and stoner 
rock. Calling the recording “scary,” the 
singer felt an unfamiliar sense of vulner¬ 
ability in his music. 

“Sometimes I hide behind fuzzy gui¬ 
tars, but it was fun because it made me 
think more about what I was doing,” he 
says. “And no one’s complained about it so 
maybe the fans are secretly hating me, but 
they haven’t said anything on the message 
boards, so that’s good.” 

Since releasing Whales and Leeches last 
year, the Portland natives have remained 
busy, touring the U.S., Canada and Europe. 
After a few one-off shows, they’ll be open¬ 
ing for prog-rock outfit Opeth and In 
Flames in December, which will introduce 
Red Fang to a new audience that may not 
expect to hear their brand of sludge rock. 

Over the years, Red Fang have won 
plaudits for their comedic music videos. 
Conceptualized by director and longtime 


collaborator Whitey McConnaughy, the 
band have done things as random as 
hanging out in a shower, throwing paper 
airplanes, eating food in tuxedos and, of 
course, guzzling beer, which has become 
an integral part of the band’s image. 

Though they are known for their good- 
timey drinking antics, including the game 
Beer Chug, in which, yes, you virtually 
knock a few cold ones down on their 
website, Giles says the group are trying to 
move beyond that image. “What I wanted 
was something more addictive, like Bog¬ 
gle, but people seem to like [Beer Chug],” 
Giles says. ’We’re trying to get away from 
the beer-drinking image because we’re 
not a beer-drinking band anymore. We’re 
older guys, and it’s funny because people 
can relate to it, but we don’t party 24/7, or 
at least we try not to...” 

One of the band’s career highlights 
came when they played The Late Show 
With David Letterman in January, “the 
most terrifying thing he’d ever done,” 
Giles says, comparing playing the show to 
getting on a roller coaster with five loops. 
When they finished, though, they were 
ready to do it again. (The show’s musi¬ 
cal director, Paul Shaffer, watched their 
rehearsal and gave them notes.) 

Red Fang don’t have plans to record 
their next album anytime soon. “I would 
love to have another album come out next 
year,” Giles says. “If not, that’s fine, too. I’d 
rather put out a record I’m sure I’m happy 
about instead of getting it done because 
we have to. We’re going to leave it open- 
ended and see where it goes.”

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Farewell to a Long 
Beach Legend 

T he firsttime I interviewed Isaiah "Ikey" 
Owens for a story, itwas a Super Bowl 
Sunday at 10 a.m., and he insisted we meet 
for drinks at the V Room, a dive bar on Fourth 
Street in Long Beach. As he sipped a Jim Beam 
neat, he talked about hanging out in the early 
days with a pre-Fergie Black Eyed Peas (who 
were playing the halftime show that year), why 
he was considering leaving the behemoth prog- 
rock arena band the Mars Volta, and the cre¬ 
ative inroads he was making through his new 
fledgling career as a producer and mentor. 

He also discussed at length his not-so-solo- 
anymore project. Free Moral Agents, which 
grew from a bedroom recording experiment into 
a psych-y, jazzy, beat-pummeling collective that 
was already playing places such as Low End 
Theory. He liked that it allowed him to do the 
hiring for once. 

Although he spent most of his time onstage 
as someone else's hired gun, few LA session 
musicians built out their careers by working 
across genres and in roles as diverse as the 
late Owens did. 

Forthe past two decades, the 38-year-old 
Long Beach-bred keyboardist and producer 
collaborated and performed with dozens of 
bands both local and large, earning his most 
public praise (and one Grammy) for his work 
with Long Beach Dub All Stars, the Mars Volta 
and, most recently. Jack White. 

Owens died Oct 14 while on tour in Mexico 
with White and the outpouring of grief from 
across the musical spectrum (?uestiove, Jon- 
Wayne and Flea all tweeted their sadness at 
his passing) only hints at the range of projects 
touched by this eclectic, multitalented man. 

Though Google will tell you about his work 
with the aforementioned major-name acts, 
Owens’ oeuvre spans a much wider net—from 
appearances on albums by Mastodon and Reel

Big Fish to D J stints at dub clubs and noodling 
sets at dive-bar jazz jams. Locally, he is remem¬ 
bered as not only a legend, but also as every¬ 
one's friend; he was a man who spent most 
of the year on the road, but he always made 
sure to land back in Long Beach, where he 
would gladly play free shows, mentor upcom¬ 
ing producers and uplift the music scene in his 
hometown. 

A graduate of Long Beach's Poly High 
School—the same attended by Snoop Dogg 
and norteno superstar Jenni Rivera—Owens 
used his love of everything from rock to rap 
to reggae as cultural ammo, leading him from 
teenage performances with third-wave ska 
band Pocket Lent to professional studios and 
arena stages around the world. 

In the early 2000s, he began producing acts 
he was not playing with, starting with electro¬ 
clash band Gravy Train!!!!, whose first album, 
Hello Doctor, he helped to record. Shortly after, 
he teamed up with the Visionaries’ 2Mex (a 
fellow Long Beach native) for a futuristic hip- 
hop project called Look Daggers, which he had 
revived again late last year. Free Moral Agents 
were founded around this time, too, and the list 
of albums featuring his key-tickling or produc¬ 
tion input only grew. 

Never a front man, but always in the mix, 
Owens was the ultimate sonic wingman, and 
his talent, experience and endless kindness will 
continue to be missed by all who knew him.
